This type of sick headache was first 


understood 75 years ago. 


One observer says that when a hend- 


ache is due to sensitivity to food, the 
pain begins in or near one eye and 
spreads over one side of the head. 


The onset of such headaches may be 


accompanied by confusion or forget- 
fulness, sweating or flushing of the tis- 
sues, and a feeling of numbness of ton- 
gue, lips, or nose. Occasionally, also, 
there may be a feeling of nausea, the 
eyelids may become puffy, and canker 
sores may break out in the mouth. Ex- 
cessive .fatigue, worry, nnd excitement 
may bring on the symptoms or inten- 
sify them. 


People who are regularly subject to f 


sick headaches should avoid substances 
to which they are sensitive. The foods 
most frequently associated with sick 
headaches and food sensitivity are 
chocolate, onions, cabbage, cucumbers, 
apples, pork, and melons. 


In cases of this type the doctor will 


make atest of the sensitivity of the skin 
to the proteins of the foods concerned. 
When these foods are .eliminated from 
the diet, this form of sick headache 
often will disappear.

The board will be made up of the 


secretary of justice, the director of 
commerce, the collector of internal 
revenue and two representatives of 
business. The latter will be appoint- 
ed by the president with approval of 
the Assembly. 


Bad cooking can humiliate a potato. 


But potatoes, themselves, need never 
be humble. They arc the best food for 
families on low budgets. Together 
with milk, they can constitute a bal- 
anced meal if necessary. For thrift 
plus health, use potatoes once a day, 
together with one cooked vegetable 
and a salad. Meat and other things 
if the nervous dollar permits, but po- 
tatoes, vegetables and milk as the 
bountiful minimum. 


Boiled Spud Tests Chef 


A boiled potato is the test of a chef. 


Wash the skins well,- then place the 
unpecled potatoes in a pan of cold 
water. Add a liberal amount of salt. 
Bring water to boil and continue boil- 
ing until potatoes are tender. Drain 
off water at once. That is the secret. 
Pour off the water while it is still boil- 
ing. 
Stand the drained potatoes over 


low fire until they dry. Then sprinkle 
with -salt and shake gently. Stand 
without cover until ready to serve. A 
cover causes steam to accumulate and 
the steam will make the potatoes sog- 
gy. Dryness is the mark of aristocracy 
in a boiled potato. The salt helps to 
make them dry and mealy when the 
diner removes the skin.

New Boss of Reds 


Is Warren Giles 


New Boss Got Started by 


"Popping Off" as Base- 


ball Fan 


By W. C. PETERSON 


CINCINNATI.— </fj— A baseball fan 


who "popped off" too loudly 17 years 
ago will direct the destinies of the Cin- 
cinnati Reds in 1937. 


Warren C. Giles, the newly-appoint- 


ed vice-president and general man- 
ager of the major leagues' "kid team," 
started his brilliant baseball career be- 
cause the board of directors of the Mo- 
line, 111., club called his bluff. 


Giles, then a 23-year-old World war 


veteran attempting to adjust himself to 
civil life as an associate of his father 
in general contracting work, attended 
a meeting of the Moline baseball fans' 
assccation in November, 1919. 


The discussion seemed to be getting 


nowhere in particular when Giles got 
to his feet and told the members what 
should be done to give Moline a win- 
ning team in the 1920 Three-Eye league 
race. 


Whether because of the merit in 


Giles' criticism or because they intend- 
ed to silence their youthful critic, the 
board of directors, in effect, told Giles: 


"All right, if you know so much 


about it, you take over the presidency 
of the fans' assocation, run the club 
and see what you can do. 


Takes the Dare 


Giles accepted, employed Earl Mack. 


son of Connie Mack, as manager, sign- 
ed up talent, and gave Moline a pen- 
nant-winning team in 1920 and 1921. 
The club showed a profit both of these 
years and also in 1922, when it didn't 
win the flag. 


The success of the Moline club 


brought Giles an offer from Minne- 
apolis of the American assocation to 
become business manager of the St. 
Joseph club in the Western league. 
After one season in St. Joseph, Giles 
purchased the team and ran it him- 
self until 1926. 


During that period he had dealings 


with Branch Rickey of the St. Louis 
Cardinals that ultimately led to his 
employment by the Cardinal organiza- 
tion and his appointment as the Reds' 
general manager. 


One of the stars in Giles' St. Joseph 


team was Taylor 'Douthit, later to be- 
come one of the stars qf the National 
league. Douthit was playing for St. 
Joseph on option But the Cardinals, 
due to an error, failed to exercise the 
option, leaving Giles frep to accept any 
offer he received for Douthit's contract. 


Reminds Rickey 


Numerous major league clubs offer- 


ed big sums but Giles turned them 
down, called Rickey's attention to the 
error, and permitted the Cardinals to 
complete the deal for Douthit just as 
though they had exercised their op- 
tion. 


As a result, Rickey employed Giles 


as president of the Cardinals' Syra- 
cuse club in 192G and after two sea- 
sons there moved the International 
league franchise and Giles to Roches- 
ter. 


In the nine years Giles was at Ro- 


chester, his team won four pennants, 
finished second three times, fifth once 
and seventh once. He became a lead- 
ing figure in the national baseball pic- 


and last July was elected presi- 


dent of the International league. Be- 
cause of his Cincinnati appointment, 
Giles plans to resign the league presi- 
dency at the December meeting.
